Proposition 1: ‘THE ISSUANCE OF COURTHOUSE AND JAIL 
BUILDING BONDS" 


This proposition provides for $7,250,000 in bonds for erecting a new courthouse 
and jail for Collin County. 


Proposition 2: "THE ISSUANCE OF BONDS TO REMODEL THE PRESENT 
COURTHOUSE AS A COUNTY OFFICE BUILDING" 


This proposition further provides for $250,000 in bonds to renovate the existing building so 
that it may be fully utilized as a county office building. 


These two propositions together are 
designed to provide Collin County with 
complete facilities to meet its needs now and 
through the great growth boom expected in 
the near future. Proposition 1, which is by far 
the more urgently needed, will, if passed 
alone, fail to make efficient use of the 
existing building. Proposition 2, if passed 
alone, would leave Collin County without 
courthouse and jail facilities necessary to 


meet the needs of its present and future 
citizens. 


When propositions 1 & 2 are passed, 
additional funds will be made available out of 
existing permanent improvement funds for 
the construction of a courthouse sub-station 
in Plano. This sub-station will not be 
financed by the bonds to be voted on 
November 5th.

“ I say this very strongly 
and with complete certainty, 
even more certainly than I 
said it about the American 
Football League.” 
Rozelle’s 
announcement 
came shortly after the word 


that 
Birm ingham , 
long 
believed to be one of the 
strongest W F L franchises, 
was 
in 
financial 
trouble. 
Already the W F L has folded 
up franchises in Detroit and 
Jackson ville, shifted the 
New 
York 
and 
Houston 
teams and taken over the 
Orlando team. 


W hile w riting off any 
thoughts of absorbing the 
Memphis, Hawaii or 
B ir­ 
mingham 
franchises from 
the W FL, Rozelle instead 
announced plans Wednesday 
for the addition of four teams 
to the N FL, two in 1976 and 
two more that year or later. 
That would bring the league 
to 30 teams. 


Rozelle also said no W F L 
players would be allowed to 
jump to the N F L and play 
this season either because 


the W F L season ended or 
because they were otherwise 
free agents.
